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NEWHAVEN BOARD 


| Witness Swears Neither Morgan 


Nor Mellen Dominated Meet- 
ings of Directors. 


HAD OPPOSED FINANCIER 


Says He Called Billard Deal 
“@utrageous” and Clashes 
With Folk Over Testimony.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Lewis Cass 


Ledyard, continuing his testimony on 
New Haven Railroad financial affairs 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, denied that the New Haven di- 
rectors were ‘“‘dummiés,”’ or that the 
late J. Pierpont Morgan or former Pres- 
ident Mellen dominated the board. He 
said he often had opposed Morgan, that 
the board meetings were well attended 
and that generally all the directors took 
part in the proceedings. 

Ledyard said he had considered the 
profit of John L. Billard in the Boston 
& Main transaction to have been 
“outrageous,’’ and that he had so told 
Mellen. Under questioning by Chief 
Counsel Folk for the commission, Led- 
yard refused to testify that one of the 
entries in the New Haven minutes re- 
lating to a Billard company transac- 
tion was “false,’’ but said it did not 
represent what had occurred at the 
meeting. 

Ledyard’s testimony was enlivened by 
a lively clash with Folk in which the 
witness insisted on answering questions 
in his own way and appealed to Com- 
m'‘ssioner Daniels to sustain him. 

Ledyard concluded his statement to- 
day. 

J. W. H. Crim, attorney for former 
resident Mellen, read into the record 
Mellen’s much discussed letter to 
former United States Attorney Wise at 
New York, assuming responsibiiity for 
the Grand Trunk deal under which 
Mellen was indicted. Mellen testified 
he took the -responsibility to shield 
the late J. P. Morgan. 

Ledyard had vigorously contradictec 
that contention. Today Crim merely 


tread the letter and asked Ledyard if it 


-ccorded with his recollection and 
Ledyard replied that it did. Ledyard 
said Mellen tcld him that he had heard 
of sOme conferences Morgan had with 
officials of the Grand Trunk and asked 
him to inquire of Morgan if he was 
worried about Grand Trunk matters. 
Morgan Not Worrted, He Says. 

“T asked Mr. Morgan if he was wor- 
ried over Grand Trunk affairs and he 
said, ‘not a bit.’” 

“Did Mr. Mellen send the letter the 
same day he wrote it?’ 

“My impression is he called in the ste- 
nographer, dictated the letter and that 
the ographer brought it back and 
Mr. Mellen made a few corrections. I 
believe he said he was sending it right 
along by messenger.”’ 

“Do you know of any conferences as 
to the propriety of sending the letter?’ 

“None, except what I have men- 
tioned.”’ 

“Did you have anything to do with 
Mr. Mellen’s defense; or advise him any 
further?” 

“T did not.” 

“Do you understand anything you say 
may be used against you?’ asked Folk. 

“Oh, yes.” 

‘Relations With Morgan Intimate. 

“Your relations with Morgan were 
quite intimate. You made yachting 
trips with him, and you drew his will 
and were made one of his executors?” 

“That is correct.” 

Ledyard said he often opposed Mor- 
gan and had done so in the New Ha- 
ven board. 

“Did you oppose 
make him mad?” 

“I never hesitated to tell him plain- 
ly what I thought.” 

Folk asked Ledyard about ea small 
dividend in connection with an under- 
writing syndicate which Morgan had 
urged him to accept, although he hai 
said he did not want to take it. 

“Well, you finally took it?” 

“Yes, as I have said before, I took 
it and gave it to a charity in which 
Mr. Morgan was interested.” 

“So he had his way, after all?’ 

“He had his way and I had mine,”’ re- 
torted Ledyard. 

“You did not fuss with him very 
hard?’ 

“l refuse to answer that question.” 

Diroctors Not All Dummies. 

“Were the Connecticut directors large- 
ly dummies?” Folk asked. 

“I should not say that,’’ Ledyard re- 
piied. “Mr. Mellen certainly was not @ 
dummy. Charles F. Brooker was not. 
Mr. Brust was a most aggressive and 
obstinate old man. Mr. Whittemore was 
an able man of large interests, Frank 
Brewster was a young, energetic man, 
who asked many questions. Henry K. 
McHarg was a man of large interests.” 

Questioned About Others. 

Folk asked about Lawrence Minot. 

“He was a typical Boston trustee,” 
Ledyard replied. “He was careful and 
conservative.” 

“How about James 8S. Elton?” 

“He was a worthy and respectable 
‘Man, who never impressed me as havirg 
-@ great knowledge of railroad affairs." 

“How about William Skinner?” 

“He had large holdings and at times

His eyes 
spoke his affection and sense of relief. 

Iles, a mining engineer with interests 
at Goldfield, Nev., disappeared in 1906.

Marquette Hotel Clerk Says He 
Tried to Disrobe in Crowded 
Lobby, Near Midnight. 


Louis A. Coquard, 65 years old, who. 
25 years ago, was one of St. Louis’ best 
known brokers, was arrested, at the 


Marquette Hotel at 12:45 a. m. Friday 
and taken to the city hospital for ob- 
servation. 

Walter Eckles, clerk at the hotel, told 
@ reporter that for the last two years 
or more Coquard had occupied ~ room 
at the hotel] by permission of Manager 
T. H. Glancy, who had known him for 
years. 

Fire Cries Alarmed Guests. 

Several nights ago, Eckles said, Co- 
quard came near causing a panic among 
hotel guests by rushing from Ris: room 
and through the corridors shouting 
“Fire! Fire!’’ Eckles said Coquard was 
asked to vacate the room he had been 
allowed to occupy, and since then had 
been lounging around the hotel lobby, 
sleeping at night in a chair. 

At midnight Thursday, Eckles said, 
Coquard was dozing in a chair in the 
main lobby, which was crowded with 
guests. A little later, he said, Coquard 
suddenly sprang from the chair and 
started to undress. 

Coquard was arrested, taken to the 
city dispensary by a house detective 
and later transferred to the city hos- 
pital observation ward. 

Coquard at one time had brokerage 
offices in the Rialto Building and oc- 
cupied an influential position in busi- 
ness circles. It has often been said 
that a number of leading business men 
of the city were formerly his proteges. 
Those who Knew him in earlier days 
say he lost a fortune through domes- 
tic difficulties. 

He is a member of one of St. Louis’ 
best known old French families and 
has a brother, Edmond Coquard, resid- 
ing at 27 Abbott street, Detroit, Mich.

PRESIDENT TELLS 
GRADUATES NAVY'S 
MISSION 1S PEAGE 


Humanitarianism Chief End, He 
Says in Speech at 
Annapolis. 


MEXICO TO BE FRIENDLY 


Navy Men, ‘Sample Ameri- 
cans,’’ Do and Should Show 
the World Our Worth. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 5.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today told 154 graduates 


of the Naval Academy, many of whom 
leave shortly for Mexican waters, that 
the mission of the United States is one 
of service to humanity, not of ag- 
grandizement or conquest. 

He spoke at the annual academy 
graduation eexrcises and later pre- 
sented diplomas to the young midship- 
men. 

The President spoke in a huge ar- 
mory packed with more than 65000 
officers, midshipmen and_ relatives 
and friends of the graduates. He was 
enthusiastically cheered. 

Errand Not One of Conquest. 

President Wilson said In part: 

“It ought to be one of your thoughts 
all the time that you are sample Amer- 
icans, not merely sample navy men, not 
merely sample soldiers, but sample 
Americans, and that you have the point 
of view of America with regard to her 
navy and her army, that she is using 
them as the instrument of civilization, 
not as the instrument of aggression. 

‘“‘The idea of America is to serve hu- 
manity, and every time you let the Stars 
and Stripes free to the wind you ought 
to. realize that that is in itself a mes- 
sage, that you are on an errand which 
other navies have sometimes forgotten, 
not an errand of conquest, but an er- 
rand of service. 

*“‘What do you think is the lasting im- 
pression that those boys down at Vera 
Cruz are going to leave? They have ha4 
to use some force. I pray God it may 
not be necessary for them to use any 
more, but do you think that the way 
they fought is going to be the most last- 
ing impression? Have men not fougnt 
since the world began? Is there any- 
thing new in using force? The new 
things in the world are the things that 
are divorced from foree. The things 
that show the moral compulsions of the 
human conscience, those are the things 
by which we have been building up civ- 
ilization, not by force, and the lasting 
impression that those boys are to leave 
will be that they exercised self-control. 

*‘You must bear in mind that you are 
the champions of what is right and fair 
all around, no matter where you are, 
and that it is for what is right and fair 
for public welfare that you are ready to 
fight and not merely on the drop of a 
hat or upon some slight punctillo.” 

Praises Admiral Fletdher. 

The President praised Admiral Fletch- 
er, saying he had been on duty longer 
at Vera Cruz than the other command- 
ers and that he had the qualities of a 
statesman.

BY VENDOR LICENSE 


Fee of $100 a Day Demanded, 
R. C. Vose Packs Paintings 
and Prepares to Depart. 
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HAD BEEN HERE 10 DAYS 
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While Alt Was Trying to Col- 
lect License City Was Buying 
Valuable Oil From Vose. 


Robert C. Vose, of Boston, head of 
the oldest firm of art dealers in the 
United States, is busy at the Planters 
Hotel packing a remarkably fine col- 
lection of paintings which he brought 


here in the hope’ of selling some of 
them to local art collectors. He is 
Preparing to leave St. Louis rather 
than meet the requirements of an 
ordinance approved March 19 last by 
Mayor Kiel and providing that itin- 
erant vendors must pay a license fee 
of $100 a day. 

The ordinance was passed at the 
instance of the Associated Retailers 
of St. Louis and at a publi¢ hearing 
before a City Council committee the 
heads of several large department 
and jewelry stores spoke in its fa- 
vor and no one appeared to oppose it. 

The principal advocates of the bill 
at this hearing were Charles A. Stix, 
president of the Stix, Baer & Fuller 
Dry Goods Co.; Melville L. Wilkin- 
son, president of the Scruggs, Van- 
dervoort & Barney Dry Goods Co.; 
F. W. Drosten, president of the F. W. 
Drosten Jewelry Co. and C. P. Hut- 
chinson, vice-president of the Whe- 
lan-Aehle-Hutchinson Jewelry Co, 

Deputy Visits Vose. 

It was urged that there was need 
for such a law because agents of 
Eastern mercantile establishments 
had been coming to St. Louis and sell- 
ing thousands of dollars worth of 
goods annually in competition with 
the local stores and without paying 
anything into the city treasury for 
the privilege. 

The demand that Vose pay the itin- 
erant vendor license is the first notable 
instance in which an effort has been 
made to enforce the ordinance. 

Vose, surrounded by rare paintings, 
which he values at several hundred 
thousand dollars, was in his quarters, 
b’arlor C., at.the Planters Hotel, Thurs- 
day, when a deputy from License Cél, 
lector Alt’s office entered. 

“We have. been informed that you 
have come here to sell goods and mer- 
chandise,”” said the deputy. 

“I am here to exhibit a collection of 
fine original paintings and I hope to 
sell some of them to St. Louis collect- 
ors,’’ replied Vose. 

“Then you will have to comply with 
this,” said the deputy, handing to Vose 
a copy of Ordinance 27,017, the itinerant 
vendor ordinance. 

Vose never had heard of the law. For 
more than ten years he had been com- 
ing to St. Louis twice a year and his 
right to sell his art treasures here 
never had been questioned. 

Vose told*the deputy he did not believe 
the law could be applied in his case, as 
he was not in competition with’ any St. 
Leuis art dealer, as he was selling orig- 
inal paintings by great masters—paint- 
ings not obtainable in St. Louis stores 
or anywhere else in the world. 

“IT can’t make any exception in your 
case,”” said the deputy. “I can only 
obey crders. Mr. Alt says you must 
pay the license.” 

Vose then decided to pack his pictures 
and take them back to Boston. The 
deputy reminded him that as he has 
been here 10 days a strict construction 
of the law would make it possible for 
the city to collect $1000 in license fees 
from him, but this was waived because 
he had not intentionally violated the 
ordinance. 

It was agreed Vose should have ample 
time in which to pack his pictures and 
arrange for their shipment. He said 
this would require about four days. 

City Buys His Wares. 

While the city was trying to collect 
a $100 a day license fee from Vose, a 
picture purchased from him by the city 
for the Municipal Art Museum was be- 
ing removed from the hotel. This pic- 
ture is a remarkably fine Homer Mar- 
tin, “The Headwaters of the Hudson.” 

F. E. A. Curley, curator of the Muni- 
cipal Art Museum, told a reporter that 
for years the museum management had 
been trying to obtain an example of 
Homer Martin’s work and that the pic- 
ture just purchased could have been 
obtained in n> other way than through 
\V ose. 

‘There should be some modification of 
the itinerant vendor law,” said Curley. 

Vvose has sold paintings of great value 
to several prominent St. Louisans and 
some of the best works on exhibition in 
the Municipal Art Museum were pur- 


chased from him.

Fenton, who is held by the police, de- 
clares the scuffle was @ friendly onA, 
and says he dia not suppose the revolver 
was loaded. Gibson’s young wife, wh] 
was in the next room at the time, and’ 
two friends, Edward Farrell, roommate 
of Fenton at 320A Meramec street, and 
Bertha Richmond of 4623 Virginia ave- 
nue, who were with Mrs. Gibson, ‘say 
they believe Fenton's story. 

Mrs. Gibson told a Post-Dispatch re- 


a year ago last Tuesday, and ‘that 
Thursday evening they invited Fenton, 
Farrell and Miss Richmond to their 
room, and talked of plans for celebrat- 
ing their wedding aniversary next Sun- 
day. 

At the room, she said, Gibson dis- 
played his revolver, which his father 
had given him, and which he kept un- 
der his pillow, containing one cartridge 
He took out this cartridge, Mrs. Gibson 
said, and the party passed the weapon 
about, the different ones snaping it at 
each other with cries of “Hold up your 
hands!” and the like. 

After this fooling was over, she said, 
Cibson reloaded the revolver. She, Far- 
rell and Miss Richmond saw him reload 
it, but she believes Fenton did not cee 
this. He says he did not. 

The party went out and drank several 
glasses of beer, the young woman said, 
and then returned to the Gibson board- 
ing place. While the others waited out- 
side, Gibson and Fenton entered the 
bedroom, and 2 moment later, Mrs. 
Gibson said, they heard a cry of ‘‘Hold 
up your hands!" and a shot. Then Fen- 
ton ran out, crying, ‘““My God, I’ve shot 
Gibby!" The bullet had entered Gib- 
son's right breast, piercing the lung. 

Farrell and Miss Richmond told the 
police a similar story at the Wyoming 
Street Station, where the witnésses were 
taken. Farrell was detained as a wit- 
ness for the Coroner’s inquest. 

Fenton said he and Gibson were close 
friends, and the others said the same. 
He seemed greatly distregsed over the 
killing. He came here lately from 
Cieveland, to ride on the local track. 
Gibson had been here several months. 
and was called “Wildcat”. because of 
hic daring as a rider.

It was expected that at the conclu- 
dion of Mr. Ledyard’s statement e>am- 
irers of the commission who have in- 
spected the books of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. and the records of the late J. Pier- 
point Morgan in New York, would go 
on the witness stand. 

Denies Mellen Sacrificed Self. 

Charles S. Mellen’s recent testimony 
that he, as president of the New Ha- 
ven Railroad, allowed himself to be in- 
dicted in the Grand Trunk case to 
shield the late J. P. Morgan, was de- 
‘nied before the commission yesterday 
by Ledyard. 

“I want to say in the most unquali- 
fied terms,” Ledyard said, “that Mr. 
Mellen did not offer himself as a vi- 
carious sacrifice for Mr. Morgan.” 

Telling of the letter in regard to the 
Grand Trunk investigation to the United 
States District Attorney at New York, 
written by Mellen in the presence of 
E. D. Robbins, counsel for the New 
Haven and himself, Ledyard said: 


“That letter was not the letter of a 
man accepting responsibility. It was the 
letter of a man claiming innocence.” 

Ledyard said that when he began to 
take an active part in the affairs of 
the New Haven, about $13,000,000 already 
ha@ been expended .for thé acquisition 
ofthe West Chester road, “He declared 
te knew nothing’ of any transactions 
with former Police Inspector Thomas F. 
Byrnes of New York or of any negotia- 
tions with politicians. . 

Row Over Billard Deal. 

In January, 1909, the witness said, he 
was appointed a member of a commit- 
tee of the New Haven that took up the 
question of the settlement of the Gott- 
shall suit. He told at length of con- 
ferences the committee held with the 
Gottshall lawyers, as a result of which 
the claim was settled tor something 
more than $1,000,000. -Taking up Billard 
company matters Ledyard said: 

“IT asked Mr. Mellen if the sale of the 
Boston & Maine stock to Mr. Billard 
was outright or a ‘dummy’ transaction. 
He told me the sale was made out- 
right. 

“Tt asked who Mr. Billard was and he 
replied: 

“ "He is a wealthy Connecticut man.’ 

“I asked why the sale was made to 
Mr. Billard, and Mr. Me:len replied that 
it was because Billard was a ‘friend of 
the New Haven intere-ts.’ I then in- 
quired why this was not mentioned in 
the reply to the Massachusetts Legisl.- 
ture. Mr. Mellen left the chair and be- 
came excited. He seemed to think I was 
showing lack of confidence in him. La- 
ter the answer to th» Massachusetts 
Legislature was amended in accordance 
with my sug-—estion.’’ 

Ledyard said in September, 1912, he 
saw Mr. Morgan, who asked him to at- 
tend the next New Haven meeting at 
which, Mr.’ Morgan :a'd, Mellen was 
going to lay before the directors some- 
thing in relation to the Grand Trunk. 
Wanted Advice on Grand Trunk Deal. 

“T wanted to know what it was,’’ Led 
yard said, “and Mr. Morgan said he did 
not know. I told Mr. Morgan if that 
matter came up he ought not to do any- 
thing until he had gotten the advice of 
independent counsel, some able attor- 
neys. He asked me to suggest someone, 
and I proposed Richard Olney of Boston. 

“I went to Europe and returned in 
December, to find a conflagration all 
around the New Haven and Mr. Mellen 
in process of being indicted. I saw Mr. 
Mellen and his story at that time was 
just about the same as he has told here. 

“IT want to say in most unqualified 
terms that Mr. Mellen did not offer 
himself as a vicarious sacrifice for Mr. 
Morgan. His letter to the United Stats 
District Attorney at New York was not 
of a man accepting responsibility, it was 
the letter of a man claiming innocence. 
stating that as he was the only one 
who conducted the negotiations, as ‘2 
was the only one who knew what had 
been done, therefore he desired to go 
|before the grand jury and tell his story 
of what those negotiaticns were.” 

Ledyard denied that the letter was 
written at the suggestion of himself an4 
Robbins. The suggestion, he sald, came 
from Mellen him-elf and ‘sat he (ed- 
yard) then had acqutesced. 

Ledyard'’s statement was uncompleted 
when the hearing was a“tourned unt‘!

Casciara, his wife and Brofio. 

At the station Mrs. Casciara told Mo- 
ran she and her husband had been sep- 
arated several months, and that recent- 
ly she and Scarvelli had been sweet- 
hearts, and had written many love let- 
ters to each other. 

Thursday at 8 p. m., she said, she met 
Scarvelli at Broadway and Wash stree: 
and told him her husband wanted her 
to return to him. She said Scarvelli 
told her if she did so he would kill Cas- 
ciara. She said she argued against this, 
and agreed to get a divorce and marry 
Scarvelli. She said Scarvelli declared 
this was unnecessary, and that he would 
kill Casciara. 

Mrs. Casciara said she talked witn 
Scarvelli an hour and then went 
home to keep an appointment 
to talk over a reconciliation. They 
talked until 11 p. m., and before that 
time Brofio, who lives in the house and 
is a friend of Casciara, came in. Mrs. 
Casciara said she suggested they take 
a walk and discuss their affairs, hoping 
they could get away from Brofio. The 
husband asked Brofio to accompany 
them, however. 

All Shots Go Wild. 

She said they walked in the neighbor- 
hood for nearly an hour and then walked 
into the railroad yards. Suddenly the 
shooting began. None of the shots 
struck any of the party. 

Later Mrs. Casciara said she fired ‘four 
of the eight shots from a revolver which 
she drew from her clothing. She said 
she thought the first shots were fired 
at her. 

She said Scarvelli and her husband 
met in front of her home on Mound 
street three hours before the shooting, 
and that instead of quarreling, they 
seemed to be talking as good friends. 

Casciara and Brofio, however, said 
Mrs. Casciara did not fire any shots 
and that all the shots seemed to come 
from the same place. 

The police will apply for warrants for 
Mrs. Casciara and Scarvelli on a charge 
of conspiracy to murder Casciara.

Miss Mary Bloomfield, Sister 
of King Edward’s Archi- 
tect, Threw Herself Before 
George and Mary at Court, 
Ejaculating, “For God’s 
Sake.”’ 


SHE AND SISTER ARE 
HUSTLED FROM ROOM 


They Obtained Admission to 
Buckingham Palace in Us- 
ual Way by Applying to 
Chamberlain — Offender 
Won’t Be Punished. 


LOMDON, June 5.—Miss Mary 
Blomfield, daughter of Lady Sarah 
Weuise Bloomfield, widow of Sir Ar- 
thur Bloomfield, was the woman who 
caused the scene at Buckingham Pal- 
ace last night when she threw herself 
on her knees before King George and 
Queen Mary, 

Miss Bloomfield alone was concerned 
in the incident, although her sister, 
who also attended .the court, was re- 
guested to leave the palace after the 
omccurrence, despite the fact that she 
took no part in the demonstration. 
She left without protest. 

The young women are members of 
a well-known family. A brother is 
Arthur Conran Bloomfield, who was 
architect to Kdward VII and is now 
architect to the Bank of England. 

The father of Miss Blomfield also was 
a well-known architect. Her grand- 
father, the late Dr. Blomfield, was 
Bishop of London. 

Lady Blomfield, who attended the 
function, explained today that she was 
Jooking after a friend whom she was 
presenting and that she saw nothing of 
ber daughter’s action. 

Elaborate Precautious Taken, 

Officials of the paiace today were on 
tne verge of nervous prostration as the 
r2sult of last night’s scene and the 
Lord Chamberlain’s department has 
laken every precaution to circumvent 
any attempt to repeat the performance 
ionight when anosgher function takes 
place at Buckingham Palace. 

Persons in the immediate vicinity at 
the time declare that the whole scene 
lasted less than 10 seconds and that 
the woman had onlv time to ejaculate: 
“Your Majesties! For God’s sake ——” 


‘when she was seized and hustled out of 


the throne room, finishing the sentence 
as she went. 

King George was the coolest man in 
the company and the presentations pro- 
ceeded after the incident with clock- 
work regularity. 

It is understood no further action will 
be taken against Miss Bloomfield except 
to bar her from future court functions. 

The sisters obtained admission to 
court in the ordinary way, through ap- 
plication to the Lord Chamberlain’s de- 
partment. 

Mrs. Pankhurst has been hiding 
lately in a house in Grosvenor, place, 
overlooking the gardens of Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

Officials of the Women’s Social and 
Political Union, the militant organi- 
gation, deny responsibility for the in- 
cident at the palace.

Public Mind Inflamed.

People have been still further incensed 
by what is regarded as the well-ground- 
ed belief that much of the work of 
destruction is done by hired hands well 
paid out of the bulging coffers of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union. 
Cases have been reported of women 
leaving other employment to join the 
militants, not from love of the Cause, 
but “because the pay is better.” 

Police Magistrates have warned suf- 
fragette prisoners that if they had not 
been protected by the police they would 
almost certainly have suffered at the 
hands of the irate public. The ugly 
temper shown by the crowd at recent 
militant, demonstrations seems to sup- 
port this view. Greater activity on ths 
part of the Government is expected. 

Much lucrative American tourist bust- 
ness is being lost by London hotels and 
storekeepers because of the suffragette 
raids on the public museums and art 
galleries. The American Embassy is 
flooded with applications for special 
permits to visit the sealed institutions, 
but Ambassador Page is unable to give 
any assistance in this way.

ORGINAL BALLOTS 


FUSED AT MORRISEY 


VOTE FRAUD JRIAL 


State Seeks to Prove Dyer Got 
106 Instead of 199 Votes; 
Gill 73 Instead of 5. 


For the first time in more than a gen- 
eration original ballots in an election 
fraud case were produced in court Fri- 
day when Circuit Attorney Harvey re- 


sumed the prosecution of Daniel Mor- 
risey, Democratic election judge of the 
Second Precinct, Fifth Ward, who is 
charged with making a fraudulent re- 
turn in favor of Congressman L. C. 
Dyer, Republican, over M. J. Gill, Dem- 
ocrat. 

Harvey informed the jury selected 
Thursday that the ballots would fur- 
nish an ocular demongtration of the in- 
accuracy of the vote returned by Mor- 
risey and three other election officials 
who are also under indictment. The 
ballots already have been exhibited in 
the contest proceedings instituted by 
Gill, which are still being prosecuted 
before a congressional committee. 

The returns made by Morrisey and 
the others showed 199 votes for Dyer 
and 5 for Gill. Harvey informed the 
jurors that he would produce ballots 
showing that Dyer received only 106 
votes, Gill 73, Cotton (Progressive) 18, 
and a Socialist candidate 4. 

The total of ballots in the box was 
only 201, while the returns made by 
Morrisey and his companions showed 
24 votes cast for the two congressional 
candidates, Nov. 5, 1912. 

Questions put. to Joseph A. Wright, 
secretary of the Election Board, Thurs- 
day, while he was identifying ballots 
and records, indicate the defense will 
attempt to show that a miscount is a 
common occurrence in general elections, 
and that few precincts were found ac- 


curately reported in any. contest that 
has been conducted. 
Defense Is Indicated. 

Charles Claudius, clerk for the Elec- 
tion Board, was the only witness exam- 
ined Friday morning. The questions 
asked of him on cross-examination by 
Morrisey’s lawyers, T. J. Rowe Jr., Mor- 
timer Levy and George B. Webster, in- 
dicated the probable line of defense. 
The defense, it appears, will strive tu 
show that the ballots, having been re- 
counted in the Gill-Dyer congressiona’ 
contest, may have been tampered with 
at that time. 

Claudius was asked by Levy if he re- 
membered, at the time of the Gill-Dyer 
contest, a riot in the hallway of the 
city hall, where the hearing was being 
held. He said he remembered that 
there was a disturbance. He was then 
asked whether John Elspermann, former 
secretary of the board, was considered 
honest in election matters. Objections 
prevented an answer to this question, 
though Rowe insisted that the defense 
had a right to show the character of 
persons who handled the ballots at that 
time. 

State Senator Michael Kinney, Fifth 
Ward Democratic leader, attended th: 
trial, and- conferred frequently with 
Morrisey'’s lawyers. 

In the contest proceedings, Kinney and 
other witnesses testified that the ap- 
parent defection of Democratic voters 
in favor of Dyer, the Republican, was 
due to the fact that after Gill had been 
nominated in the August primary, with 
the support of Kinney, it was discov- 
ered that Gill had voted against Kin- 
ney’s brother, the late Thomas E, 
Kinney, in 1910, when Tom Kinney ran 
for Congress in the same district, the 
Twelfth.

CHICAGO, June 5.—Extra seats for 
the Schumann-Heink-Rapp_ divorce 
case were placed in Judge Sullivan’s 
All forenoon the 
spectators, more than half of them 
women, sat or fidgeted while the 
court and counsel were in secret con- 
ference in chambers. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink is under 
contract to appear at the Wagnerian 
festival at Beyreuth, Germany, June 
15, and the conference is said to 
have concerned propositions, including 
night sessions, to hasten the court 
proceedings. The singer says she 
must sail not later than next Tues- 
day. 

The deposition of William Naples, a 
detective, was read. Naples said that 
he followed and watched Rapp during 
the month of February, 1913, and that on 
numerous occasions he saw Rapp in 
company with Mrs. Catherine Dean of 
New York. He said he had*seen Rapp 
enter the woman’s apartments late at 
night and early in the morning. 

Offer of Freedom to Wife. 

The question of the accuracy of the 
translation of a letter, words written in 
German, by William Rapp Jr. to his 
wife, the prima donna, was expected to 
figure prominently today in the trial of 
the singer’s suit. The letter was writ- 
ten by Rapp a year ago and offered to 
allow Mme. Schumann-Heink to obtain 
her freedom without opposition.

(Samuel IL. Clemens), one to be

CHINA AND JAPAN 
FRIENDLY 10 U. &. 


Clergyman Says Our Land Prob- 
lem Is More. Discussed 1 
California Than Orient. 


Dean Carroll M. Davis of Christ 
Church Cathedral, who retupred Thors- 
day evening from a six months’ tour 
the Orient, said Friday he found feeling 
in Japan and China generally friendly 
toward the United States. 

“I heard much less about the Califor- 
nia land question in Japan than I did in 
Californja,”” he remarked. “I heard lit- 


tle comment on the Mexican situation 1r 
Japan, and I saw no indication of any 
feeling hostile to this country.” 

The stability of the Chinese Republic 
is still in doubt, Dean Davis said. He 
heard much, while in China, of depreda- 
tions committed by a bandit chieftain 
known to the English-speaking peoples 
as ‘SWhite Wolf,’’ whose character and 
following are somewhat like those of 
Zapata in Mexico. 

Indifferent Pursuit of White Welf. 

“The Government sent out troops 
against White Wolf,’”’ said Dean Davis. 
“but it was charged in some quarters 
that President Yuan was not sincerely 
desirous of capturing him, thinking that 
he would divert public attention and pre- 
vent revolutionary movements which 
might become more serious. 

“There seems to be no monarchical 
party in China. The weakness of the 
republic igs that few Chinese have any 
conception of what a republic is. 

“Dr. Sun Yat Sen seenis much dis- 
credited in China at present. He was 
great as a revolutionary organizer, but 
the feeling seems to be that he was 
too precipitate in breaking with Prest- 
dent Yuan. He is now in exile.”’ 

Dean Davis, who is known as an 
authority on matters of St. Louis civics 
and sociology, gave some attention to 
city government in China and Japan, 
and found that great improvements 
were being made, but that American 
cities have little to learn from the cities 
of the Orient. Their governments, he 
said. are not on a popular basis, being 
almost wholly handed down from the 
higher state authorities. 

His visit to the Orient was made to 
inspect the work of the missions of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, These are 
on a separate basis from those con- 
ducted by the Church of England, 
mother church of the Episcopal body. 

Will Report in New York. 

He will go to New York within a 
few days to report on conditions as 
he saw them. He said the outlook 
was, for the most part, very encour- 
aging to the church. 

Native clergymen and Bible-women, 
he said, are the only means by which 
China will ever be Christianized. The 
Episcopal institutions are at present 
training as many of these native 
workers as possible. He found the 
two principal church schools in China. 
St. John’s College at Shanghai and 


Boone University at Wu-Chang, in ex- 
cellent condition, he said. 


BARGES LEAVE ST. LOUIS , 
FOR ILLINOIS SERVICE 


Operation of Fleet of Seven Ex- 
pected to Result in Estab- 


lishing St. Louis Line. 

Seven new steel barges, each of 150 
tons capacity, owned by the Chicago, 
St. Louis & Gulf Transportaiton Co., 
left St. Louis Thursday afternoon for 
Chicago in tow of the tug Blue Spot, 
and will bé the first vessels of a large 
fleet to be operated in the freight serv- 
ice on the Chicago River, Illinois and 
Michigan canal, Illinois River and Hen- 
nepin canal. 

W. A. Bertman, general superintend- 
ent of the line -and in command of the 
fleet, predicted that successful opera- 
tion of the freight line eventually 
would result in the establishment of 
daily steamboat service between St. 
Iwuis and Chicago and from New Or.- 
leans to Davenport, including Kansas 
City and Memphis. Chicago shippers 
have pledged to his company 2,450,000 
tons of freight annually, he said, ana 
its intention is to purchase immediately 
i@ more steel barges and two tow boats. 
The barges were built at Cincinnati. 
Each cost $7500 and is equipped for pro. 
pulsion by high power gas engines.

THE RECALL. | 

The most striking feature of the comparison 
of the old and new charters in Col. Gardner's 
article Thursday was the absence of any provi- 
sion for the recall in the old charter. 

If the old charter had contained a recall clause 
St. Louis would not have been plundered, ham- 
pered and pestered by obstructionists and cor-, 
ruptionists for years past. Public officials would 
not have dared to sell out the public interests to 
greedy individuals and private interests. They 
would not have dared to join combines for ob- 
struction or corruption to serve personal and 
corporate interests opposed to the public inter- 
ests. They would not have dared to bar prog- 
gress and defy public opinion. 

It is the most deadly of the guns behind the 
door to the public official. 

The A. & M. combine was broken by, the ini- 
tiative after the required percentage of voters 
signed the petitions and made the bridge bond 
election inevitable. But with the power of re- 
call in the people’s hands the leaders of that 
insolent combine would not have ventured to 
insult public intelligence and defy the public 
will for months. The mere menace of the recall 
would have deterred the leaders of the combine 
from blocking progress for the benefit of a few 
promoters and land speculators. 

The recall is guarded from abuse in the new 
charter by the provision which forbids the filing 
of a petition within six months after the elec- 
tion, six months before the close of an official's 
term of office and six months after the defeat 
of a recall petition. There are safeguards to pre- 


vent the useless expenditure of public funds and 
the use of the recall for personal or partisan pur- 
poses. But it is an effective instrument to rid 
the city of official misfits and undesirables. It 
makes a decided forward advance in popular con- 
trol of government and governmental efficiency.

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CLASS DISTINCTION? 

In the announcement of a Hotel Adolphus (may 
be hope to see it supplemented by an August 
Annex?) we perceive that some distinction will be 
reserved for public officials and attaches of the 
City Hall, including possibly that excellent con- 
tractor and bricklayer, Mayor Kiel.

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DANGER IN BOARDING STREET CARS. 

The terrible injuries sustained by young Cleve- 
land Allen in attempting to board a car with a 
trailer attached make it timely to call attention to 
the new dangers that confront passengers in con- 
nection with the trailers and the cars built on the 
new lines without open platforms. 

On the old style car,‘it was easy to catch and 
bold the hand rail. On the new cars and the 
trailers, the hand rail is out of easy reach. 
The passenger trying to board the car in a hurry, 
with others pressing him from behind, feels as 
if he were attempting to catch hold of a slippery 
fish. He is compelled to claw about, instead of 
finding a hold almost without effort as he has 
been accustomed to do. And, in the rush hours, 
cars are constantly being started before passen- 
gers are well on. 

All hand bars should he so located as to be 
within easy reach. Otherwise they are a snare 
instead of a safeguard. 
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MR. WILSON’S PROMISING TRIPLETS. 

Progressives are not pleased with the three 
pending measures carrying forward the Presi- 
dent’s policy of trust-busting and railroad regu- 
lation. .The bills have no teeth, they say. The 
interests will be surprised and gratified at the 
assurance. From the alarm the interests have 
shown lately and the organized effort headed 
by Wall street to defeat or delay favorable ac- 
tion by Congress, it might be suspected that the 
bills have strong teeth and sharp teeth.

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A STEPMOTHER’S TROUBLES.

The Free Legal Aid Bureau, in the Board of 
Education Building, at Ninth and Locust streets, 
will advise the good stepmother free of charge if 
she will apply there. The case is one of the most 
complicated ever brought to our attention. It 
has some of the aspects of vagrancy without be- 
ing vagrancy. The young tired-man is certainly 
not without visible means of support. He is a

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BANKERS ON THE CARPET. 

The national bankers of the United States 
would command more respect for themselves and 
‘or their institutions if they were not .v sensitive 
to requests from Washington for specific infor- 
mation as to their methods. This week’s protest 
against Comptroller Williams’ order for detailed 
daily reports for one month, preparatory to the 
organization of the new Federal reserve banking 
system, can hardly be accounted for on reasonable 
grounds. 

National banking has been coddled for 50 years. 
Many of the persons interested in it who have 
gone to the penitentiary during that time have 
been able to show that the practices of which they 
were convicted had been winked at by examiners 
and comptrollers over and over again. It has 
been assumed that the banks were to keep a crit- 
ical eye upon the Government and not the Gov- 
ernment upon the banks. 

The complaint that the reports asked for in- 
volve considerable labor and expense will hardly 
explain the hostility that is manifested. Neither 
labor nor expense is begrudged by bankers when 
anything to their interest is afoot. Daily reports 
for one month will cost something in the way 
of clerk hire, indeed, but they are likely to be 
profitable in the long run in establishing a sys- 
tem of accounting that will be of great value to 
stockholders and people. 

Practically all national banks have become 
members of the new Federal reserve system. In 
that connection they will no longer operate by 
favor or by force. They will be regulated in fact 
as in too many cases they have been only in 
name. They will be under a scrutiny never be- 
fore known in this country. They will make 
reports when called upon, regularly or irregu- 
larly. They may as well get used to the process 
now. It is the price of their privilege. 
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THREE CLERGYMEN IN POLITICS. 

Three clergymen are candidates for office in 
St. Louis this year. In the Tenth district the 
field of Republican aspirants for Congress in- 
cludes the’ Rev. Jacob E. Meeker, former pastor 
oi the Compton Hill Congregational Church, and 
is opposed by a field of Democratic aspirants that 
includes the Rev. George Lloyd, Episcopalian, 
who has already rendered acceptable service in 
the Legislature. In the Thirty-second District the 
Rev. John L. Brandt, pastor of the First Chris- 
tian Church and president of the Evangelical 
Alliance, is a candidate for State Senate on the 
Progressive ticket. Each of the three parties, 
accordingly, has a chance to pick a preacher for 
leadership. 

Willingness to turn to political concerns as 
an index of success in ‘the clerical career and 
the extent to which the validity of the call to the 
gospel ministry is thereby impaired are subjects 
for religious, not secular comment. There was 
a time when it was Seriously proposed to make 
clergymen ineligible to public office, but the 
danger to the country from a clerical party no 
longer exists. On the contrary, the transfer of 
some of the ideals of the pulpit to the stump will 
be immensely beneficial to the stump. 

If a campaign in which as many clergymen 
were candidates for offices of this importance 
can be recalled in no other community, it may 
be said that no former campaign of the sort can 
be recalled in St. Louis. What old-style city 
boss would have wanted a‘ preacher on his slate, 
unless a very complaisant and subservient 
preacher. Direct nominations increase greatly 
not only the quantity but the quality of the ma- 
terial presented to the voters for selection. 
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WAITING ON CONGRESS.

PEKIN, June 4.—A dispatch from 
Lanchow, Province of Kansu, reports 
that “White Wolf,” the notorious brig- 
and, hos looted and set fire to the town 
of Ningchow. All missionaries and 
Americans are safe, but the Christian 
Alliance station was burned. 

The looting of cities is the forte and apparent- 
ly main object of this Zapata of the Chinese, 
whose depredations uave made the Mexican revo- 
lution tame by contrast. He is reported to have 
repeatedly sacked cities of hundreds of thousands 
of population. Terror of him is spreading, and 
his army of looters is growing. Living by loot, 
his army retires to seclusion from time to time, 
only to burst forth with renewed ferocity to con- 
quests of greater ease. Unsettled political condi- 
tions, strife and discontent facilitate the growth 
of his strength and menace. To live by loot ap- 
peals to the barbarity which resides beneath the 
oldest civilization. 

It will be curious to watch the spread of the 
reign of terror in the world's most recent repub-

old proverb: One man’s meat is anoth- 
er man’s poison.” 

What shall we eatT 

This question is being asked by mil- 
lions of people, and thousands of ex- 
perts, real and self-styled, have at- 
tempted to answer it.

“What is one man’s meat is another's 
poison,” still holds true. Indtvidual dif- 
ferences and peculiarities render even 
the best of “systems” iftmpossible of 
anything like general adoption.

Today, however, most of the inhab- 
ftants of our cities are employed in 
sedentary pursuits and get compara- 
tively Httle exercise and fresh air, with 
the result that they are unable to pr-- 
serve their health under the regimen of 
their fathers. Their digestive organ; 
refuse to perform their functions, the 
food ferments and the system is fill'sd 
with poisons. 

Dyspepsia, anemia and neurasthenla 
follow as the logical results of disor- 
dered digestion and faulty nutrition. 
This condition has given rise to the 
charge that Americans are @ race of 
gluttons. It is alleged that they eat 
too much and that tne remedy is a re- 
duction in the amount of food taken. 
Some “experts” even go so far as to 
urge frequent and long-continued pe- 
riods of fasting. Says one popular 
science expert and physical culture 
trainer: ¢ 

“The dyspeptia, anemic, neurasthenic 
type of people, who are becoming °o 
common, are, in my opinion, slowly 
starving to death. A reduction in the 
amount of food may give temporary re- 
lief from their symptoms by lessening 
the amount of poison generated from 
undigested food, but such a course does 
not strike at the real cause of the 
trouble, which is under-nutrition. The 
remedy for this class, of people is not 
less food, but more—provided they take 
sufficient exercise In the open air to 
bring about a more perfect assimilation

of food. Plenty of physical exercise or 


yrest at least half an hour after eating. 
Sufficient sleep is also absolutely nec- 
essary. 

“Spinach is the most valuable of all 
vegetables. Spinach contains a higher 
proportion than any other vegetable of 
these important salts, and is especially 
rich in sulphur, fron, sodium and cal- 
clum, making it the ideal spring medi- 
cine.’’ 

Second in value among the vegetables, 
according to tables made by German 
scientists, is lettuce, which provides a 
far larger proportion of iron than any 
other vegetable in common use. Rad- 
tshes, onfons, cucumbers, asparagus, 
cauliflower and carrots are also highly 
recommended, caultflower and asparagus 
and cucumbers being especially rich in 
phosphoruws. 

The strawberry contains a larger pro- 
portion than any other fruit of such 
valnable salts as iron, sulphur, sodium, 
calcium and silicon, the only exceptions 
being that lemons contain slightly more 
calcium. Other very valuable fruits for 
year-round consumption are dried figs, 
prunes and ripe olives.

Charley Madison of Kansas City, the 
de luxe kidnaper of big league ballplay- 
ers, created the ustal uneasiness con- 
nected with his visits to St. Louis 
Thursday. Madison called here, at- 
tended to some court business, saw 
the Terrier-Hoosier game and depart- 
ed for Kansas City without seizing 
any ball tossers. Probably the best 


reason for his failure to kidnap pas- 
timers is that the Browns and Cardi- 
nals are out of the city. 

Madison ventured the opinion that the 
Federal League probably would transfer 
some major league baliplayers to Fed 
clubs in the near future. This is the 
usual prediction made by all Federal 
League magnates, but the jumpers re- 
fuse to jump. Not a player of any con- 
sequence has taken the hurdle since In- 
dian Johnson deserted the Reds. 

“The Federal League started out at 
such a speedy clip that the baseball pub- 
lic_expected a big sensation every day.” 
said Madison to the _ Post-Dispatch. 
‘‘Matters are settling themselves and 
the tull that is now on has probably 
caused the fans to believe that we are 
not up and doing. Such is not the case, 
however. 


Players Coming Here. 


“It wouldn’t surprise me if some 


Players were obtained within a very 
short time. Some of these new men 
may iand in St. Louis.” 

Madison said that Federal League 
magnates expected the unfavorable 
decision in the Johnson case as 
handed down by Judge Foell of the 
Superior Court of Cook County, Il, 
Contrary to general expectation, Mad- 
ison says -that not for a minute did 
his colleagues look for Judge Foell 
to dissolve the temporay injunction 
against Johnson.

LONDON, June 5.—Henley regatta, 
which takes place this year from July

The grand challenge cup for eights 
has attracted entries from the Union 
Club of Boston and Harvard University, 
and it is expected that England will have 
to fight hard to retain it, as Canada 
also will be represented by the Winni- 
peg Rowing Club.

Huff Proposes to Limit 
Collegiate Competition 
to One Branch of Sport 


CHICAGO, June 5§.—The proposal 
that “Big Nine” conference athletes 
should be limited to competition in 
one branch of sport-:which is expect- 
ed to be strenuously debated here at 
the coming conference meeting was 
defended today by George Huff, di- 
rector of athletics at the University 
of Illjnois, where the proposal origi- 
nated. In a letter made public here 
Huff declared the proposition was 
aimed at no particular institution, 
but was meant to draw more of the 
student body into competition ‘in- 
stead of limiting the college repre- 
sentation to a few all-around star 
performers. 

“That some schools have more stu- 
dents than others seems a poor ar- 
gument to me,” said Huff. “The 
same thing might have been urged 
against barring freshmen from. com- 
petition or against any other pro- 
posal to regulate athletics. The 
spectacle of a few stars monopoliz- 
ing memberships on teams has al- 
ways seemed to be utterly opposed to 
the ‘idea that atheltics are for stu- 
dents, not students for athletics. 
Limitation to one sport also will 
benefit the all-around man who ex- 
hausts his energies in preparation 
for several teams.” 


Illinois Track Team 
Is Favored to Win 
Big Nine Field Meet 


CHICAGO, June 5.—Preliminary trials 
in the 440 and 880 yard runs today were 
scheduled to qualify the men who will 
run tomorrow in the fourteenth meet 
of the Western Intercollegiate Confer- 
ence Athletic Association. 

The track at the University of Chi- 
cago athletic fleld was so heavy from 
yesterday’s 12 hours of rain that fast 
time was unlikely. Two trials in each 
event were scheduled, the four finish- 
ing first in each trial to run tomorrow. 

Twenty-six colleges are represented at 
the meet and nearly 600 athletes will be 
in this city before night prepared to 
contest tomorrow. 

Experts in conference athletics com- 
puted today that 30 points probably 
would win the championship. Illinois 
with its strong and well-balanced entry 
list was conceded by most as having 
probably the best chance to win. If 
the orange and blue fails to take 
enough events to win, Chicago, Cali- 
fornia, Stanford and Wisconsin are con- 
sidered to be equal to doing so.

OF ALL SHAMROCKS 


Shape of Hull and Sail Spread 
Will Be Heavily Penalized, 
Expert Says. 


By Winfield M. Thompson.

GOSPORT, England, June 5.—In love- 


ly weather and winds ranging from 
the faintest air to a smart topsail 
breeze, Shamrock IV had her maiden 
trial under sail yesterday. Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s Shamrock III, the smartest 
cutter in European waters, served as 
trail mate, and although neither yacht 
was pressed to the limit the older boat 


proved a good yardstick by which to 
measure the performance of the chal- 
lenger. 

The trial showed that all Designer 
Nicholson's plan have worked out to a 
nicety. The boat carries her huge rig 
well and is stiffer than the older boat. 
As the wind strengthened she showed 
some fine bursts of speed going to wind- 
ward, which was her best point of sail- 
ing. At this she quickly left the old 
boat behind. 

On other points of sailing her su- 
periority was not so great. When the 
wind fell to nearly a calm the chal- 
lenger seemed the less lively of «he 
two. The trial as a whole indicated 
that her best performances will be to 
windward and reaching in breezes 
from moderate to strong. If the prom-~- 
ise of today is carried out she should 
prove formidable in winds of about 
ten knots with a smooth sea. 


Will Get Big Penalty. 
Like most scows, she goes best with 
her side well down, and it takes more 


than a capful of wind to put it there. 
She leaves the water clean, with lit- 
tle perceptible following wave, al- 
though a rather full, hard wave rolls 
out under her bow. Her style when 
driven suggests Reliance, the former 
defender. er rather full bow, how- 
ever, may prove a detriment to her in 
a confused sea with light airs. 


Incidentally her full ends have 
enalized in her measurement equiva- 
ent to about two minutes’ allowance 
im 30 miles. As her sail spread is 
more than 10,000 feet, her total allow- 
ance will be large. On this point 
may turn her success or failure, as 
boat for boat she ought to beat the 
best of the American trio. 

Good luck attended the trial 
throughout. Not a rope yarn parted. 
Lipton sailed on the yacht. At the 
beginning of the trial his face wore 
an anxious look: at the end it was 
wreathed in smiles. Nicholson and 
Burton, her amateur skippers, were 
also delighted. More had been accom- 
plished than was expected. 

As the only person who has seen 
all four of the cup class boats, I ven- 
ture the opinion, after watching 
Shamrock sail, that the British have 
never had fairer prospects of taking 
the cup than now.

DAVIS CONDEMNS CITY’S | 
PLAYGROUND PENURY 


Park Commissioner, in Report 
‘0 Mavor, Says Work Is Ham- 
pered by a Lack of Funds. 
Park Commissioner Davis, in his 
annual report to Mayor Kiel, criti- 
cised as a short-sighted policy the 
city’s failure to provide funds for 
adequate facilities for its public 

playgrounds. 

He declared the city was not re- 
ceiving full value from the play- 
ground system and that failure to 
provide shelter buildings and field 
houses was inhuman to children in 
summer and lessened the value of the 
recreation movement in winter. No 
playground has a completed shelter 
building or field houses. 

Davis asserted St. Louis does not 
need additional park area, but does 
require permanent improvements in 
the existing system. He urged sub- 
stitution of modern and sightly pav- 
ing for the “choice collection” of cin- 
der sidewalks in use. He directed 
attention to the city’s failure even 
partly to develop Penrose Park, 
south of Bellefontaine Cemetery, and 
an unnamed prak at Gravois avenue 
and Eichelberger street.
